Embargo Placed on Wheat 
By North Dakota Governor 


BISMARCKE, N. D., Oct. 16.—G)— § 


Governor William Langer late today 
‘signed a proclamation prohibiting ship- 


ment of wheat from North Dakota, 
‘effective at midnight Wednesday and 


— continuing indefinitely.

The chief executive of the nation’s 
leading wheat producing state of 1933 
acted, he said, in an effort to “re- 
store to our farmers a buying power 
with which to maintain a_ livelihood, 


and to stimulate commerce and trade 


‘natural resources of our state,” 


among our people.” 

Prices now being paid farmers for 
their wheat “are unconscionable with 
the cost of production and re- 
sults in an unwarranted drain of the 
said 
the proclamation, which the governor 
formally signed at 5:30 p. m. after a 
series of conferences. 

The proclamation, which will be 
filed formally with the secretary of 
state tomorrow, said the producers of 
North Dakota hold a large amount of 
wheat “which in quality and weight 
is the fihest wheat this state has ever 
produced,” and “is a prime wheat that 
is in great demand throughout the 
United States for the making of su- 
perior flour.” 

The “new deal” has not reached the 
\farmer, said Governor Langer. who 
‘ordered the ban in the hope higher 
‘prices would result, but added “it is 
ihardly possible that the embargo alone 
can raise the world grain markets.” 


, 


He asserted, however, his action in 
invoking a new state law for the first 
time “is a legal and legitimate man- 
ner in which to call the plight of the 
northwest farmer to the attention of 
the nation.” 

National guardsmen will be used if 
necessary in his effort to aid the 
agrarian, whom he termed “the for- 
gotten man of the NRA.” Adjutant 
General Earle Sarles will be in charge 
of enforcement, the governor said. 

“Out-of-state shipment of amber 
Durum and hard spring wheat grown 
in North Dakota will be prohibited 
indefinitely under a law passed early 
this year. 

This statute empowers the governor 
to proclaim an embargo on any or all 
North Dakota agricultural products 
whenever prices fall below production 
costs or so low as to virtually confis- 
cate the output. The use of national 
guardsmen to make the ban effective 
is authorized. 

The governor said his decision came 

“after a full study of the situation and 
after appeals to the national admin- 
istration for relief.” 

Common carriers will be served with 
copies of his order as a means of no- 
tifying them to refrain from accept- 
ing shipments to out-of-state ints. 

“Wheat sold in Grand Forks Sat- 
urday: for 53 cents (a bushel), which 
means ruin to many of our people if 
the prices in other lines continue to 
advance,” the governor said,

Willis, manager of the 
Middle Georgia Pecan Growers’ Co- 
operative Association. 

The first shipment of the new 
crop, a solid carload containing 80,- 
0OO pounds, was en route to the 
country’s markets today, from the 
Macon warehouse of the association. 

The association recently decided 
to conduct pools every week instead 
of every two or three weeks as last 
year. The organization is advanc- 
ing 6O per cent cash, the balance be- 
ing paid growers after delivery- and 
collection. 

Mr. Willis said about 5,000,000 
pounds of commercial quality pe- 
cans would be harvested in Georgia 
this year.

THE RAILROADS AND THE 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The welfare of the public schools is a question of 
importance to the people. Few of them realize the ex- 
tent to which the schools depend upon railway tax pay- 
ments for their support. In many school districts the rail- 
roads pay more than all other citizens combined to SUs- 


tain the schools. 


This vear, in numerous instances, school authorities 
have advised the Central of Georgia Railway that unless 
the railroad’s taxes were paid, the schools could not 


open. 


In Georgia the railroads pay as county taxes alone 
about 24 million dollars, of which nearly one million 1s 
allocated for school purposes. That is to say, about 37 
per cent of the tax*payments of the steam railroads go 
for the support of schools. In Alabama the percentage 
for school purposes is even higher. The railroads of the 
United States pay annually $148,000,000 in school 


taxes. 


If the public schools are to continue to function they 
must continue to receive adequate revenues. If the rail- 
roads become unable to pay their school taxes, it will 
have a paralyzing and destructive effect on the public 
schools; since there is no other form of tangible prop- 
erty in a position to assume the tax burden imposed upon 


the railroads. 


Those who have at heart the welfare of the public 
schools should also have at heart the welfare of the 


railroads.

| FIRST LOAN IS EXPECTED 
BEFORE END OF THIS WEEK 


JASPER, Ala., Oct. 16.—(?)—Sen- 
ator John H. Bankhead, democrat, 
Alabama, said today the department 
of agriculture had informed him that 
the first 10-cent loan on cotton prob- 
ably would be made the latter part of 
the current week. 

“I have received many inquiries 
concerning when the first funds for 
loans on cotton will be available,” the 
senator said, “and I have just receiv- 
ed a letter from an official of the de- 
partment in Washingten stating that 
every effort is being made to expedite 
preparations.” 

The letter from the official, Sena- 
tor Bankhead said, informed him that 
all the forms and regulations would 
be ready for the printer by the first 
of this week. 

“We hope to have things yep for 
distribution next week (the letter 
was dated October 14),” the senator 
said the official informed him with 
the first loans probably to be made 
before the end of this week. 

In the meantime, the senator said 
the official wrote that banks were 
being urged to make the loans on a 
10-cent basis and that the department 
would then rediscount 


soon as the machinery had been 
“up.

“The A. C. C. A. has urged farmers 
to co-operate in the plan and not to 
sell their cotton below 10 cents. Peo- 
ple in the south are disappointed and 
discouraged with the slowness and ap- 
parent inefficiency of governmental 
machinery in carrying through the an- 
nounced plan.”

up on the activities of the summer 
and to prepare for an intensive fall 
campaign of another type of work. 

I have been going over some of 
the specimens collected during the 
hotter days of 1933. 1 am amazed at 
the amount of material that has ac- 
cumulated during the past months. 
Once it has been looked over and 
final notes made this material will 
be shipped to the Museum of Com- 
parative Zoology, at Harvard. Some 
of it is headed for Dr. E. R. Dunn, 
the well-known herpetologist who spe- 
cializes in the salamanders. This is 
doubtful material. I am forced to 
refer much material to him for 
examination, since the status of cer- 
tain north Georgia species is rather 
doubtful. 

I shall not go into the details of 
the summer's work. Some of it has 
trickled into this column while the 
survey was actually in progress, and 
a barren recapitulation would 
n@ither interesting nor worth your 
while. 

There is one point that I would 
like to make, however, and that re- 
lates to the status of the work as a 
whole. While it seems that I am a 
little nearer the goal I set than I was 
a year ago, the field has broadened.

Concealing Strength. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON,

“Concealing strength in a suit 
opened against a no-trump contract 
with a view to discouraging a shift 
to another suit is one of the badges 
of expert play worn by very few,” 
writes Mr. Carl 8S. Uhrig, of Pitts- 
field, Mass., in submitting the hand 
below.

How Big Is Universe? 
You Figure It Out 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—(4)— 
How big is the universe? Anywhere 
from 76 quintillion miles to more 
than one septillion miles across. 
These are the smallest and largest 
estimates in official figures issned 
today by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 

No one knows for sure that the 
size of the universe can be meas- 
ured at all, for it may be infinite 
in extent, but two famous astron- 
omers believe the theory of rela- 
tivity shows it has limits and have 
undertaken to calculate its size. 

The estimate of 76 quintillion 
miles (76 plus 18 ciphers) is that 
of Dr. Willem De Sitter. noted 
Putch astronomer, while the figure 
of one septillion (114 plus 22 ci- 
phers) is credited to Dr. Edwin 
Hubble, astronomer of Mount Wil- 
son observatory, California. If Dr. 
Hubble is right, it would take an 
airplane flying 100 miles an hour 
more than one quintillion years to 


eross the universe.

The tense foreign’ situation — sur- 
rounding Germany’s withdrawal from 
the League of Nations plus unhappi- 
ness of bulls who had bought against 
inflation, resulted in a market that at 
times neared the rout stage. Prices 
dropped 1 to more than 6 points and 
volume picked up considerably on the 
down-grade. Commodity prices broke 
with wheat off the limit of 5 cents 
a ‘bushel and cotton off about $2.50 
per bale. ‘There were only 27 ad- 
vances on the stock market—the 
smallest recorded this year. 

For the opening tomorrow there 
were few who professed to see any- 
thing but lower prices, The crack-up 
today naturally weakened many mar- 
gin accounts and some of these must 
be liquidated overnight which should, 
under ordinary course of events, re- 
sult in lower prices.

PEIPING, China, Oct. 16.—Fossil 
animals, fishes, insects and delicate 
gossamer flies 100,000,000 years old 
and perfectly preserved, have n 


found embedded in the rocks 6f cen- 


tral Asia by Dr. Sven Hedin’s scien- 
tific mission, which has just closed 
six and a half years of intensive re- 
search and exploratory, work. 

These fossil remaius of the ancient 
world look so. natural .that they ap- 
pear to be only a few days old. | 

This is only one of an amazing 
series of discoveries made by Dr. 
Hedin and his coleagues—27 in num- 
ber—who constituted the largest scien- 
tific expedition from the west to put 
foot on Asian.soil. She members of 
the expedition eovered much of the 
vast area of 3,700,000 square miles 
and brought back tens of thousands of 
specimens of ancient implements, pot- 
tery, footwear, arrowheads, orna- 
ments, early seripts, rare plants, prim- 


itive articles of clothing, as well as 
highly-important data ing fresh 
light on the history of the earth. 

While Dr. Hedin's Sino-Swedigh ex- 
pedition found no fossil remains of 
man in central Asia. they discovered 
many primitive flint. instruments 
from the paleolithic period, 500,000 
years ago, which may prove upon ex- 
amination by specialists to have been 
made by man. 


Fossils of ancient dinosaurs from 
the Mesozoic age, more than 50,000,- 
years ago, were unearthed. More 
than 50,000 stone implements of the 
new stone age were discovered. Ten 
thousand hand scripts, 2,000 years 
old, printed on wood, and made long 
before the- invention of paper, were 
found. The scripts relate principally 
to the raiding of the ancient Chinese 
silk route to Rome.
